Two judges rated 'not qualified' in lawyers' poll 


Two associate judges have been rated 


"not qualified" for retention on the 
bench In a poll of members of the North- 
west Suburban Bar Assn. 


Associate Judges John J. Umpcrls and 


James Mahor Jr. were rated "not quail- 
fled" after they received favorable votes 
from less than two-thirds of the lawyers 
voting in the advisory survey. The asso- 
ciation said a two-thirds vote was the 
minimum to be rated "qualified." 


Mahcr, assigned to the 3rd Municipal 


District, and Llmpcrls, a 2nd Municipal 


District judge, could not be reached for 
comment Monday. 


JUDGES IN THE two districts, which 


cover the North and Northwest suburbs, 
were evaluated on seven factors by prac- 
ticing trial attorneys in the association. 
In a two-part survey Involving a ques- 
tionnaire and then a vote, the judges 
were rated on punctuality, courtesy, le- 
gal ability, integrity, legal knowledge, ju- 
dicial temperament and diligence. 


Mahcr came under fire from Hoffman 


Estates Trustee William Cowin In May, 


1974, because Cowin -.bought Maher was 
dismissing too many traffic cases. Cowin 
said the judge was taking too little time 
to hear the cases and dismissing scpe 
without hearing the facts. 


Maher said he always gave a reason

THE 17 SUBURBAN judges up for re- 


tention were evaluated by the association 
on an advisory basis, because the deci- 
sion Is actually made by the circuit court 
judges. The Northwest suburban attor- 
neys had agreed to make the results of 


their poll public, as well as submit them 
to the Chicago Bar Assn., which will 
make direct recommendations to the cir- 
cuit court judges. 


John E. Owens, Park Ridge attorney 


who is president of the local bar associ- 
ation, said this is the first time the eval- 
uation has been done so extensively. Pre- 
viously, It was done by committee. "It 
will be interesting to see if there will be 
an effect," he said. 


The association has 400 members, but 


only 31 per cent voted, said Robert L. 
Sklodowski, chairman of the group's 


judiciary committee. He said that prob- 
ably represented the practicing trial law- 
yers in the association.

Sullivan and Milton H. Scotillo of Dist. 2 
and Jerome T. Burke of Dist. 3. Other 
judges rating more than 91 per cent were 
Milton H. Solomon and Joseph

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track? 


by KUUT BAER 


Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 23 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


in the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York, in which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future home 
of the Chicago Bears. 


Or you can find the real thing, 61,000- 


scat Schaefcr Stadium in suburban Fox- 
boro, Mass., halfway between Boston and 
Providence, R.I.. and the home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
years. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


casting suburban sports arena, the sta- 
dium in Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And In 
its brief (he-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very good experience 


with the stadium," says James Hennes- 
sey, chairman of a council of selectmen 
who are Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos," he 


sa)-s. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared it 
had given birth to a monster. 


"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons in Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here," Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here If Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic recipe for the stadium 


promoter is really quite simple. • 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual income greater than the amount of 
money it would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at- 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

dium on publicly-owned land in suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket sales, or $600,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At the end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pres. Ralph H. Clar- 


bour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility. 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Erie County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefcr Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of Its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners. The owners also have 
agreed not to operate the race track, 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran into some trouble with rock 


concerts and had to exclude those," he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year. 


"When we go into renegotiation this 


year, we plan to be advised by an attor- 
ney who is really well versed in this 
area," he says. 


There is no certainty that the Chicago 


Bears will ever play at Arlington Park. 
Team owner George Halas says he wants 
to build a new stadium, but so far he has 
refused to commit himself to a location.

Judge, and his former state revenue di- 
rector, Theodore Isaacs, were convicted 
on a number of charges — Including 
bribery, mail fraud and conspiracy — in 
connection with a racetrack stock scan- 
dal. 


"HOW COULD SOCIETY possibly re- 


sent the release of a 66-year-old man In

honor, his livelihood, and his wife, all in 
the space of one year," Patton's motion 
asked. 
The National Appellate Parole Board 


today Is expected to consider Kerner's 
petition for reduction of his prison sen- 
tence. Kemer appealed after five region- 
al U.S. Parole Board members sitting as 


a panel last Jan. 16 turned down his bid 
for Immediate freedom. 


Monday's motion for review of sen- 


tence came two days after U.S. Atty. 
James Thompson recommended that 
Kerner and Isaacs be immediately re- 
leased from prison.

In America's petroleum center roared 
approval. 


lite President said supporters of gas 


rationing say it would have to last only 
six months. He sold, "No, at least 5 to 6 
years." Once more the cheers came. 


"We must pay a price now to ensure a 


more reasonable price for our oil in the 
future." Ford said. "And that price Is 
what It will cost us to produce American 
oil on American soil — right hero in the 
state of Texas, in Alaska, In the outer 
continental shelf and elsewhere..." 


"We have to look for a silver lining in 


the energy problem. The longer we take 
to protect ourselves against embargoes 
the more vulnerable our economy be- 
comes to foreign decisions beyond our 
control." 


"We must never again be forced to pay 


the Inflated cartel manipulated prices of 
foreign oil." 


Ford plans to make similar trips to 


plug for his program in the future but he 
seemed to be talking the language of the 
Tcxans Monday and they applauded him 
frequently. 


Ford said control of world petroleum 


prices has shifted from the Texas Gulf to 
the Persian Gulf in the past 10 years. He 
said each year U.S. energy consumption 
grew 4 or 5 per cent annually. 


"Yet, despite the increasing demands, 


U.S. petroleum production peaked in 
1970 and it unfortunately declined ever 
since," Ford said. 


Ho sold the U.S. energy Industry has 


lacked the Incentive to Increase produc- 
tion. He said foreign oil has filled the gap 
between rising consumption and less U.S.

CIA probers: Angleton not 'key' 


The Rockefeller commission questioned former CIA counter

An appeals court in Washington Monday ordered the Army 


to delay its plan to kill millions of blackbirds in Tennessee 
and Kentucky until conservationists can state their opposing 
case Wednesday. Until then, the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
raid, it is legally debatable whether the Army should be 
allowed to blast the birds with a drug designed to induce 
death by chills. The dispute concerns an estimated 12 million 
blackbirds that roost and swarm around Fort Campbell, Ky., 
and an Army ammunition plant at Milan, Term.

Rescue parties who reached the wreckage of a West Ger- 


man military transport plane which crashed Sunday in the 
mountains of western Crete reported Monday they found no 
survivors among its 42 crewmen and passengers.

dicated Inflation slowed in January but 
the economic slump cut heavily Into busi- 
ness orders, production and jobs. And the 
government said retail sales were run- 
ning at recession levels.

rebates provided enough push to increase 
January sales by 1 per cent over Decem- 
ber and 5 per cent over January, 1974.

Cosmonauts visit Cape Canaveral 


A milestone in space cooperation 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UPI) 


— In a milestone in Soviet-Ameri- 
can space cooperation, Russian 
cosmonauts inspected a Saturn 
rocket for the first time Monday 
and promised to do their best to 
help carry off July's unprecedented 
meeting in orbit. 


Soyuz commander Alexcl A. 


Leonov said the Apollo astronauts 
taking part in the joint night will 
see the Russian rocket in April 
when they become the first Ameri- 
cans to visit the Soviet Baikonur 
launch site. 


Leonov and flight engineer Valeri 


N. Kubasov will rendezvous with 


Thomas P. Stafford, Vance D. 
Brand and Donald K. Slayton on 
July 17, two days after the Soyuz is 
launched from Baikonur and the 
Apollo takes off from Cape Ca- 
naveral. 


"I think the flight of the two 


spacecraft will lay a very firm 
foundation for further cooperation 
between the two countries in the 
space program," Leonov said. 


Leonov, Kubasov and six backup 


cosmonauts met American ground 
crewmen earlier in the day. Speak- 
ing in English, Leonov said the up- 
coming Apollo-Soyuz mission is the 
fruit of two years of close work be- 


tween space workers of both na- 
tions. 


After giving the Americans a 


gold medal depicting Yuri Gagarin, 
Russia's first space flier, Leonov 
and comrades toured the towering 
Saturn assembly building. They 
posed in front of full-size models of 
the Apollo and Soyuz nose-to-nose, 
and rode an elevator to the Saturn 
IB rocket that will launch Stafford, 
Brand and Slayton. 


They inspected the 224-foot space 


machine from several vantage 
points and appeared particularly 
interested in eight engines pow- 
ering the first stage. 


Kissinger holds new Mideast talks 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger began meetings 
with Israeli leaders Monday night, 
"hopeful" of working toward agreement 
between Israel and Egypt on a further 
Israeli troop pullback cast of the Suez 
Canal. 


Kissinger and his key assistants held a 


two-hour working dinner with Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin and his 
leading ministers after tho secretary 
flew here to begin a 10-day tour of the 
Middle East and Europe. 


U.S. spokesman Robert Anderson said 


after the dinner that the new round of 
talks had begun with a general review of 
the situation. 


"The secretary is still very hopeful," 


Anderson said. 


Flying here from the United States, 


Kissinger said that he had ideas from 
both sides but no concrete proposals. The 
major question was whether and how far 
the Israelis would withdraw and what 
Egypt would give in return. 


At stake was Kissinger's step-by-step 


approach to peace in the Middle East. 


Kissinger's Air Force Boeing 707 touch- 


ed down In blustery weather outside Tel 
Aviv on a flight from Washington. 


Accompanied by his wife, Nancy, Kis- 


singer drove directly to Jerusalem to be- 
gin the first round of talks over dinner 
with Rabin, Foreign Minister Yigal Al- 
lon, Defense Minister Shimon Peres and 
the chief of staff, Lt. Gen. Mordechai 


Gur. Wrapped in a charcoal gray over- 
coat against the cold drizzle and snow 
that melted as soon as it hit the ground, 
Kissinger told newsmen at planeside: 


"I welcome tho decision that was an- 


nounced yesterday by the Israeli cabinet 
endorsing my step-by-step approach. The 
United States, of course, is not corn- 
mated to any particular approach. It is 


committed to rapid progress. 


"We can work closely and coopera- 


tively and in a spirit of friendship with 
the Israeli cabinet. We agree with them 
that the stcp-by-stcp approach is likely to 
be the most productive." 


Kissinger did not rule out the possi- 


bility of a resumption of (he Geneva 
conference, a diplomatic route towards 


a Middle East peace favored by the 
Soviet Union. 


"\Vc are prepared lo explore other 


means and other forums in order to 
make rapid progress," he said. "But 
whatever we do it will be in the spirit of 
friendship and that the survival and se- 
curity of Israel are the basic American 
concern." 


Social Security system called healthy 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Social Se- 


curity system is financially sound and 
healthy despite a "manageable" long 
range need for more income, five former 
HEW secretaries and three former Social 
Security commissioners reported Mon- 
day. 


They said workers had no grounds to 


fear that their payroll contributions will 
not be honored when they retire. Nor, 
they said, is there cause for alarm that 
tho monthly benefits currently provided 
to more than 30 million retired, disabled 
and survivors will be reduced or with- 
held. 


"Attacks on the system designed to 


create doubt of its soundness and dura- 
bility are a disservice to the nation," the 
4,500-word report said. 


The cash reserve trust fund which Con- 


gress provided for periods of economic 
stress like the present, it added, will pro- 
vide enough money to continue payments 
through the rest of the century, and it is 
"a cruelty" for critics to claim other- 
wise. 


"We sense that as a result of recession 


and budget cuts, people are worried they 
are going to lose their Social Security, or 
it's not going to be paid when they need 
it," said forn;»r HEW Secretary Wilbur 
Cohen, one of the eight authors and a 
leading organizer of the Medieaid pro- 
gram. 


"We are here to say that on the basis 


of 40 years of experience, we see no rea- 
son for individuals to be concerned," he 
told a Capitol Hill news conference. 


The report did concede that inflation is 


causing benefit payments to outrun the 
additional income coming from higher 
wages. As a result, it said, income to 
support the cash benefit program will 
have to be increased over the next 25 
years by about 10-15 per cent. 


"In any event," it added, "the size of 


the problem over the next 25 years is 
easily manageable and certainly does not 
constitute a financial crisis."

Ryan 
died at 7:55 p.m. Both parents had been 
notified and were present at the hospital. 
Earlier in the day, a hospital spokesman 
had reported the quints in good condi- 
tion, but changed that evaluation on 
Ryan when he began having a recur- 
rence of his breathing problem.

calories. Those with fruit run double 
that, which is still low. That's as level an 
answer as one ought to expect. On tho 
personal side, I don't go for the stuff, but 
hU nibs swears by It and claims to have 
lost weight eating It as a bedtime snack.

Lake-Cook Road accord approved 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board ap- 


proved an agreement with the Cook 
County Highway Dept. for Lake-Cook 
Road improvements Monday night, but 
trustees said they want to review final 
engineering plans to avoid possible 
drainage problems. 


Village Pres. Gary Armstrong said vil- 


lage officials want to examine engineer 


ing drawings before improvements begin 
to "make sure they are doing some- 
thing" to control possible flooding. 


Armstrong said officials are concerned 


about possible flooding similar to the 
flooding along Dundee Road during im- 
provements over the past two years.

The agreement approved Monday was 


originally approved by the village board 


Widening project north of Rand 
Delay seen in Arlington Hts. Rd. work

The widening of Arlington Heights 


Road from Rand Road to University 
Drive — a major project village officials 
hope to get under way this year — may 
be delayed because of planning for the 
Arlington Heights Road underpass at 
Northwest Highway. 


Although technically Independent, the 


two projects have been combined into one 
engineering study which is just now get- 
ting started, Village Engineer Allen J. 
Sander said Monday. 


The road widening is estimated to cost 


$1.5 million, and the underpass is esti- 
mated at $4 million. Both projects will 
require a major commitment of federal 
funds. 


The biggest part of the engineering re- 


port is environmental impact studies that 
must accompany application for the fed- 
eral money. 


"We're gathering information and set- 


ting up meetings, but there are no plans 
put together," Sander said. Asked If he 
believed the road widening could still be 
done this year, bo said, "it's getting very 
tight." 


The village had to wait until federal 


officials agreed to pay most of the cost of 
the engineering study before moving 
ahead, Sander said. 


ENGINEERING THE underpass will 


cost an estimated $349,000 total. Another 
$177,000 will be spent designing the wider 
Arlington Heights Road. Between Rand 
Road and University Drive, the street is 
a two-lane bottleneck. Except for this 
section, Arlington Heights Road is a fully 
improved four-lane thoroughfare In Ar- 
lington Heights from the Northwest Toll- 
way to Dundee Road. 


Preparation of the environmental im- 


pact statement will Include meetings 
with a number of parties who could be 
affected by either project, Sander said. 


"There will be meetings with the 


Chamber of Commerce. And Douglas 
Dodds (First Arlington National Bank 
president) has an alternate plan. All 
these things have to be reviewed to put 
the statement into a form that's accept- 
able to the federal government," he said. 


Engineering for the two highway im- 


provements is being done by the Des 
Plaines firm of M/E Alstot, March and 
Guiltou Inc. George March, who is in 
charge of the project, could not be 
reached for comment Monday on how 
long it will take to complete the prelimi- 
nary plans. 


ONCE THE ENGINEERING work and 


environmental reports are completed, 
public hearings on the projects will be 
scheduled. Then final engineering draw- 
ings must be prepared, bids solicited and 
contracts awarded before any construc- 


tion work can get under way. 


Agreement between the village, the Il- 


linois Dept. of Transportation and the ad- 
ministrators of the Federal Aid Urban 
Systems program is required each step 
of the way. 


But despite the hurdles ahead, Village 


Mgr. L. A. Hanson said Monday he is 
still hoping the Arlington Heights Road 
widening will be done this year. 


"If we can get everything In line by 


the Fourth of July I think it can still be 
done," he said. "The environmental Im- 
pact study is really the biggest part of 
the whole thing." 


WIDENING NORTH Arlington Heights 


Road Is expected to be far less con- 
troversial than the underpass that would 
extend from Sigwalt Street on the south 
to Miner Street on the north. The road 
widening also could proceed sooner than 
the underpass because the right-of-way 
for the additional two lanes already ex- 
ists, Hanson said. 


Of the total $5.6 million for both proj- 


ects, it is estimated that the federal gov- 
ernment will pay $3.9 million, the village 
$1.1 million and the state $600,000. 


Hanson said he is assuming that the 


federal government's commitment to pay 
70 per cent of the engineering costs will 
be followed up by a similar promise to 


pay a like amount of the construction 
cost. 


The Arlington Heights Road underpass 


and pavement widening has been assigned 
top priority status by the Northwest Mu- 
nicipal Conference. But If plans and con- 
troversy over the environmental impact 
statements take as much time as ex- 
pected, it may be 1976 before any earth 
Is moved for cither project. 


last November but was rejected by coun- 
ty highway officials and sent back for 
changes. 


Under the arrangement the highway 


department will install a 16-foot wide 
landscaped median. The county also will 
install sidewalks from Raupp Boulevard 
to Arlington Heights Road parallel to the 
highway.

The report also 
cited examples of substandard conditions 
in buildings, which included classes held 
in hallways. 


The committee reaffirmed its Intention 


to seek a referendum to finance the proj-

Report raps public-aid unit 


The Illinois Dept. of Public Aid is in a 


"state of chaos" because it uses "man- 
agement by crisis" instead of sound 
planning, according to a report released 
Monday by the state auditor general. 


Toe department, with a fiscal 1975 


budget of more than $1.5 billion, is 
deficient in dozens of ways because it 
reacts to problems instead of planning 
for them, the report says. 


The public eld department was criti- 


cized for paying huge consulting fees out- 
side the agency but seldom using the 
studies, failing to help welfare recipients 
become self reliant as required by law 
and failing to curb abuses by college stu- 
dents and others in the food-stamp pro- 
gram. 


Illinois briefs 


The report was prepared last May for 


Auditor Gen. Robert Cronson and given 
to acting Public Aid Director James L. 
Trainor for comment. Last fall Trainer 
said every major criticism leveled by 
Cronson was being answered by the de- 
partment but Cronson said Trainer's an- 
swers are inadequate. 


Jobless plan OK soon 


Gov. Daniel Walker said Monday he is 


optimistic the Illinois General Assembly 
will approve his proposed $4.2 billion 
public works program to provide jobs for 
some of the 300,000 jobless in the state.

Operators of some service stations in 


the Northwest suburbs say they do not 
Ukc the suggestion that Illinois legalize 
self-service gasoline pumps. 


"I'm as vigorously opposed to them as 


I can be," said Eric Christcnscn, part 
owner and manager of a Standard sta- 
tion, 1801 Algonquin Rd., Rolling Mead* 
ows. 


Christcnscn and other service-station 


operators Interviewed Monday by The 
Herald expressed concern over safety 
and liability If motorists are permitted to 
pump their own gas. 


"Pumping gas Is not as easy as it 


seems." Christenscn said. "You can get 
yourself in a lot of trouble, spraying gas 
all over the place. I really dent think 
women arc oriented toward the mechan- 
ical thing." 


A N O T H E R service-station owner, 


Dean Mlkkclson of Palatine Shell Ser- 
vice, 5 S. Plum Grove Rd., sold he be- 
lieves self-service pumps "would bo haz- 
ardous. I don't think it's a good idea to 
let people who don't know what they are 
doing pump gas," ho said. "I wouldn't 
wont to be on the same property with 
them." 


Fire Chief Lloyd Abrnhamscn of 


Schaumburg said ho is concerned that 
motorists may forget to put out their 
clgarcts when they pick up tho gas pump 
"unless there is an attendant to oversee 
It." 


Tho Idea of self-service gas stations 


was raised recently by Plait's Ollgrnm, 
an oil Industry trade publication, which 
predicted they would bo legalized in Illi- 
nois as early as mid-summer. 


Tho advantage of self-service stations 


Is a drop In the cost of gasoline of two to 
threo cents a gallon. 


Herbert Hugo, senior editor of tho pub-

Some station operators said that while 


self-sen-ice would cause layoffs, they 
would keep an employe handy to assist 
motorists and to cover the station in case 
of liability. "I have customers that if it 
goes beyond turning the key in the igni- 
tion, that's it," said one station owner. 


Others are looking forward to self-ser- 


vice. "I think it would be great," said 
Rick Nektln, owner of Marathon Service 
1002 S. Wolf Rd., Wheeling. "It would cut 
my overhead and lower the price of 
gasoline." 


Lou Brichetto, owner of Lou's Golf Sta- 


tion, 304 S. Arlington Heights Rd., Arling- 
ton Heights, agreed. "If a guy wants to 
pump his own gas and he knows how, it's 
fine with me. I think it would help. 
People won't have to stand in line as 
much and maybe they won't yell about 
prices if they get two cents off on a gal- 
lon."

ERA deserves 
Illinois action 


This should be the year when the 


Illinois Legislature finally ratifies 
the long-overdue U.S. Equal Rights 
Amendment. 


According to observers of the 


piist legislative defeats of tiic ERA, 
this year the votes should be pre- 
sent to provide the necessary mar- 
gin for approval. A heavily Demo- 
cratic legislature is expected to be 
the key In that approval. 


But ERA approval will not come 


without a renewal of the heated de- 
bate over its merits. Last week the 
Senate Executive Committee was 
nblc to muster only a one-vote ma- 
jority to send the issue to the floor 
of the Senate. Wholesale public 
support again is going to be needed 
to back the ERA. 


The often-staled arguments sup- 


porting 
ratification make even 


more sense to us this year. Without 


rehashing all of the ERA argu- 
ments, we feel that the greatest 
fears of its opponents arc without 
foundation. 


ERA'S critics argue that the con- 


stitutional amendment will force 
our daughters to become machine 
gunners and will eliminate "Men" 
and "Women" signs on public rest 
rooms. Privileges for, and dis- 
tinctions between, the sexes will be 
blurred, ERA'S critics contend. 


But such is not the intention — 


nor will it be the result — of the 
Equal Rights Amendment. Rather, 
It is designed to assure equal pro- 
tection under the law for women 
and for men. 


This amendment won't be the 


first specific proposal to broaden 
rights implicit in the U.S. Con- 
stitution. In past years, rights have 
been denied to black Americans, 
a n d 
constitutional 
amendments 


hove been necessary to make cer- 
tain that states and 
individuals 


don't ignore those certain funda- 
mental American rights. That's the 
point of the Constitution, and our 
ability to amend it. 


Illinois' voice in this matter will 


be decisive, for 34 states have ap- 
proved the amendment and four 
more arc needed to add it to the 
U.S. Constitution. So, the legisla- 
ture should act to make this the 
2 7 t h constitutional amendment. 
Two years are left in the ratifica- 
tion period, but we'd like to sec Illi- 
nois help put it over the top now. 


We back safety fight 


There's no reasonable excuse for 


further official delays in eliminat- 
ing traffic hazards on McHcnry 
Road north of Wheeling. 


A group of citizens calling thein- 


selvts CORPSE (Citizens of Old 
McHcnry Road Proposing Slaugh- 
ter Elimination) have once again 
underscored the need for action. 


They've submitted their report of 


traffic statistics to the 111. Dcpt. of 
Transportation. The report is de- 
signed to convince the state bu- 
reaucracy of the need to cut the 
road's speed limit from 50 down to 
•10 m.p.h. and to install traffic sig- 
nals. 


For those residents. McHenry 


Road's obvious hazards have pro- 
duced 02 accidents, including one 


fatal accident, during a 12-month 
period. Speeding and left turns 
w e r e reported as the major 
sources of those accidents.

such details as the most northerly para- 
chute jump (89 degrees latitude) and the 
largest litter of kittens (13), Is strangely 
deficient In social statistics. 


Under the heading of "Most Parties," 


the record book lists 73. But this turns 
out to be the greatest number of political 
parties In one country (Italy). 


The only relevant entry I could find 


was "Party Giving," and it does not 
make for comparisons. 


This listing merely records "the most 


expensive private party every thrown," 
a $369,200 bash given by Mr. and Mrs. 


Rape case stirs anger 
Women in prison 'abused9

HALEIGH, N.C. - Jounno Little docs 


not deny killing Clarcncu Alligood, but 
she insists it was for a good and justifi- 
able reason. An inmate of the Beaufort 
County jail at the time, 20-year-old Miss 
Little says that Alligood, 62, a night 
guard, approached her with an ice pick, 
threatened and then raped her. During 
the struggle the woman gained posses- 
sion of the ice pick and stabbed the man 
to death. 


"Self defense." 
The courts will have to rule on the ulti- 


mate accuracy of Joanne Little's testi- 
mony — she is currently charged with 
murder — but whatever the outcome, the 
case has served to illustrate a matter 
which goes far beyond the Beaufort Coun- 
ty lockup: What is the status of women 
in American jails today? Feminists and 
civil libertarians across the land say it is 
deplorable and 
arc 
demanding 
in- 


vestigatory clean-ups. 


Investigations would be timely. Where 


women once comprised an inslgnficant 


percentage of the total prison population, 
not the least because judges were reluc- 
tant to incarcerate mothers, today they 
stuff jails with multiplying and alarming 
numbers. FBI statistics show that female 
arrests between 1960 and 1973 Increased 
by 95 per cent (as compared to 27 'per 
cent for males), and law officers expect 
the trend to continue. Liberated women, 
as anthropologist Ashley Montagu says, 
"have the aspiration and gumption to 
outdo men in crime." 


In many if not most cases, the nation's 


detention facilities have been unprepared 
for the gals. Not the most promising 
places even for men, most small town 
jails have no separate conveniences and 
some operate on the premises, as a Fed- 
eral Bureau of Prisons employe says, 
"that when a guy needs to relieve him- 
self he can choose his corner." Besides 
this, of course, and here is the main point 
in the Joanne Little defense, the super- 
visory staffs in U.S. jails are almost al- 
ways male. 


Even under the best of circumstances, 


say penal authorities, men should not su- 
pervise women in a jail environment. 
Geri Kenyan, a National Organization of 
Women member currently probing de- 
tention facilities for women, reasons that 
"since many women wind up in jail be- 
cause they do not have a solid apprecia- 
tion for themselves as women, they can 
hardly be rehabilitated in a place where 
men continue to dominate." 


What's more, many charge, the male- 


dominated female is ripe for the kind of 
abuse claimed by Joanne Little. Says 
Gerald Paul, an attorney for the latter: 
"I've been involved in a lot of these 
coses. Usually, it's not a case of all-out 
rape, but it's a regular thing in many 
jails for male guards to offer favors or 
privileges in return for sex." 


In most Instances, says NOW's Gcrl 


Kenyan, women trapped in this kind of 
degradation are reluctant to expose it 
publicly. Many of them, after all, are in 
jail for sex-related offenses (about 70 per 
cent of jailed juvenile females are in this 
category) and thus feel their stories 
would lack credibility. Then, too, there is 
the difficulty of proof. Says Attorney 
Paul: "I've seen times where a woman 
would charge a jailer with abuse and 
then be confronted in court with a phony 
confession of her guilt in the matter. 
What happens is that a sheriff will take 
the stand, say the woman enticed the 
jailer, produce an unsigned 'confession' 
— and usually, the judge takes bis word 
over hers." 


There have been, no doubt, tunes when 


female cons have enticed their male 
keepers. The street in this kind of con- 
troversy has to run both ways and since 
it does, it would seem prudent to check 
for ruts. 


Geri Kenyan believes one solution is to 


stop jailing women for crimes that dis- 
criminate — are prostitutes, as example, 
any worse than their customers who go 
free? Short of this radical and wholly 
correct progressiveness, however, the 
thinking here Is that women should at 
least not be jailed In circumstances that 
may be victimizing. (Neither should men 
either, but that's another and very old 
story.) To be sure, prisons must be the 
places where the bad people go — 


But they must not remain places, my 


grammatical apologies, where people go 
to get badder.

efficiency 


How to get most out of employes? Level with them, tell them what 


you expect and follow up on their ideas, Wisconsin prof recommends 


by STEVE NOVICK 


Too many supervisors In business pon- 


dering how to get the most out of their 
cmplojw ore miulng some of the most 
common-sense approaches to their prob- 
lem. 


Give-and-take methods for determining 


exactly what Is expected from employes 
followed by regular evaluation of people 
on the job were explained Friday at a 
seminar at Harper College, Palatine. 


Dr. Norman C. Allhlscr, of the Univer- 


sity of Wisconsin at Milwaukee, led su- 
pervisors from an nlr-frclght line, mail- 
order house, an electronics company, re- 
tailing firm and a local fire department 
through easy paces aimed at improving 
cmplo)c performances. 


Allhlscr used the example of a man 


from an advertising agency put into a 
supervisory position over people be for- 
merly worked with as peers. 


THE MAN HAD NOT been in a situation 


before where ho had to pay too much 
attention to what the other workers were 
doing. Ho started his new role by eval- 
uating how well each individual did his 
job using a grading system . . . zero to 
100. 


Ho set a goal of Improving each per- 


son's performance by the same per cent 
within a 15-month period. The results 
were evident by an elimination of com- 
plaints by customers and accounts lost. 
The advertising man used methods All- 
hlscr said arc applicable to any business. 


There always arc considerations of 


quantity, quality, cost and date of deliv- 
ery in determining efficiency, said Allhl- 
scr. That's what the company wants. 


At the same time the employe Is after 


recognition, a scnso of accomplishment, 
freedom, innovation, now experiences 
and money. 


INTEGRATING efficiency ond self-mo- 


tivation are the challenge supervisors 
face — making people feel they're a 
member of a team. "There's no magic 
formula," Allhlscr said. "We're still In 
the Modcl-T stage." 


Allhlscr said a frequent problem caus- 


ing Inefficiency Is "the employe docs not

of him and at the same time was spend-

for accomplishing the goal. Then 
write it all down. 


Ing that time performing tasks bis boss 
was unaware of. 


Allhiser said inefficiencies also are 


caused because 90 per cent of the super- 
visors considered part of their own func- 
tion to be training new employes, yet 80 
per cent said they find themselves dele- 
gating the task, often to the person who 
is leaving the job. 


The supervisors did not have time to

tram new people because they spend too 
much time correcting production, errors 
caused by poor training. It's a vicious 
circle. People too often learn their jobs 
by trial and error, said Allhiser. 


A. SUPERVISOR has to determine if 


the person can do the job assigned to 
him . . . "does he have the aptitude?" 
Determining a willingness to do the job 
is still another consideration. 


Supervisors should also ask themselves 


if an employe Is being given the proper 
tools and materials with which to per- 
form his job. 


When considering an employe the su- 


pervisor should consider his own rela- 
tionship with the individual, said Allhi- 
ser. "Don't make rash assumptions. Do 
a real examination. Like a doctor . . . 
ask questions, probe, test." 


It is the supervisor's job to explain for 


an employe what the company hopes to 
achieve overall and what the worker's 
role is to be on a daily, weekly, monthly 
and yearly basis. "Tell the employe spec- 
ifically what Ills responsibilities are and 
where his authority stops," said Allhlscr. 


Arrive at a "contract" with the indi- 


vidual, said Allhiser, "not a formal con- 
tract ... a gentleman's agreement — 
two people leveling with one another." 


Periodic evaluation Is necessary once 


the employe is given a dear under- 
standing of his job, said Allhiser, adding, 
evaluations should be made "more often 
than once a year . . . perhaps every 
three months." 


"Where deviate patterns appear, check 


them right away," he added. 


"IDENTIFY TOGETHER what is the 


problem. Give your perception and listen 
to his. What are the causes? Determine 
this through give and take," he said. 


The supervisor should review with the 


employe the effects of a continuing prob- 
lem on both the company and the em- 
ploye . .. livelihood, career, satisfaction 
of needs. 


Explore as many solutions to the prob- 


lem as possible, concentrating on the 
employe's strengths and determine a 
plan of action to correct the situation. 
Set a goal, then determine how to 
achieve it and when it is to be accom- 
plished. 


"Write it down" said Allhiser to the 


supervisors. "Then follow up."

Damn, that means it got some 
pretty saucy stuff in it. Bring in the kids 
nml let's give 'cm a dose of life." For 
him, the "warning" label Is an "X"- 
raled movie. 


THUS. IN ONE swoop, wo have a rath- 


er foolish rating system. So why not try 
another plan. It's the UPI Early Warning 
System o[ TV Content and Is based on 
tho red, yellow and green lights of a traf- 
fic signal. 


Tim UPI plan allows the network to 


flush a small dot in tho corner of the 
screen before tho show starts. A red 
flash means danger. Yellow means cau- 
tion. And green moans everybody can 
wntcli, oven sleeping dogs. 


Since every show is not completely 


dangerous or cautious or safe, a network 
executive, presumably the censor, could 
sit in a control room and press a seven 
second delay button before a sex or mur- 
der or boredom is committed. Once the 
light is flashed parents and-or children 
could dash into or out of the room, de- 
pending on their proclivities. The final 
phase of this one-two-three system is 
canned laughter for a joke or canned 
music, such as 18 gypsies playing violins, 
for tragedy. 


If the networks decide to use this plan, 


each one can customize it to his needs. 
CBS can use a small eye in the corner, 
which will blink red, yellow or green. 
NBC can get its peacock to spread a red, 
yellow or green tail. And ABC can light 
up each letter of its trademark. The 
whole thing would keep you on the edge 
of your scat.

Too much iat in blood 


Please tell me something about endogenous hyperglyccrl- 


demla (type IV hyperllpoprotelncmla). My doctor told me 
that I have liplds in my blood and high trlglycerides, what- 
ever that means. 


I'm 47 years old, 5 feet 9 Inches and weighed 16G pounds 


when I went Into the hospital {or a hysterectomy. Now I'm on 
a 1,200 calorie diet and losing weight. Is this something I'll 
always have to watch? The doctor said "next time we'll be 
working on your ticker." 


Even as a doctor I am always amused by the meaningless 


jargon that becomes part of the trade. Doctors have no cor- 
ner on this market, though. Just go listen to the engineers or 
computer scientists for a while. 


All that gobbledegook means that you have too many fat 


particles In your bloodstream from eating too blamed much. 
That is why you are on a diet. 


"Triglycerides" is a chemical term for fat. When you eat 


fat it is mostly as three fatty acids attached to glycerol 
(called a triglyceride). The same is true of your body fat as it 
Is stored and a lot of the fat in your blood. So, when you hear 
the term triglycerides, think "fat."

I hope you can help me understand what my medical diag- 


nosis means. I was teaching In the Virgin Islands and cnmc 
down with virus encephalitis. I was In the hospital In both the 
Virgin Islands and Puerto Rico. Please explain this and the 
cause. It left my eyesight, hearing and speech Impaired. Is 
there any cure? Is there a specialist for this condition? 


Encephalitis merely means inflammation of the brain. The 


cause of the inflammation In your case was attributed to a 
virus Infection. 


Many viruses, including the common measles virus, can 


induce the complication of Inflammation of the brain. How 
serious it is depends entirely on how much of the brain is 
involved and how seriously. 


It is unlikely that you will have any progression of your 


condition. In fact as time passes you may gradually get bet- 
ter. You should sec a neurologist. He can guide you to proper 
therapy to regain as much function as possible, such as aid in 
speech therapy if you need it.

Two judges rated 'not qualified' in lawyers' poll 


Two associate judges have been rated 


"not qualified" for retention on the 
bench In a poll of members of the North- 
west Suburban Bar Assn. 


Associate judges John J. Limpcrls and 


James Mahor Jr. uerc rated "not quali- 
fied" after they received favorable votes 
from less than two-thirds of the lawyers 
voting In the advisory survey. The asso- 
ciation said a two-thirds vote was tho 
minimum to be rated "qualified." 


Mahcr, assigned to the 3rd Municipal 


District, and Limpcrls, a 2nd Municipal 


District judge, could not be reached for 
comment Monday. 


JUDGES IN THE two districts, which 


cover the North and Northwest suburbs, 
were evaluated on seven factors by prac- 
ticing trial attorneys in the association. 
In a two-part survey Involving a ques- 
tionnaire and then a vote, the judges 
were rated on punctuality, courtesy, le- 
gal ability, Integrity, legal knowledge, ju- 
dicial temperament and diligence. 


Mahcr came under fire from Hoffman 


Estates Trustee William Cowin in May, 


1374, because Cosdn thought Maher was 
dismissing too many traffic coses. Cowin 
said the judge was taking too little time 
to hear the cases and dismissing some 
without bearing the facts. 


Maher said he always gave a reason 


for any dismissal. 


THE 17 SUBURBAN judges up for re- 


tention were evaluated by the association - 
on an advisory basis, because the deci- 
sion Is actually made by the circuit court 
judges. The Northwest suburban attor- 
neys had agreed to make the results of 


their poll public, as well as submit them 
to the Chicago Bar Assn., which will 
make direct recommendations to the cir- 
cuit court judges. 


John E. Owens, Park Ridge attorney 


who is president of the local bar associ- 
ation, said this Is the first time the eval- 
uation has been done so extensively. Pre- 
viously, it was done by committee. "It 
will be Interesting to see if there will be 
an effect," he said. 


The association has 400 members, but 


only 31 per cent voted, said Robert L. 
Sklodowski, chairman of the group's 


judiciary committee. He said that prob- 
ably represented the practicing trial law- 
yers in the association. 


Highest ranked judges were Arthur 


Sullivan and Milton H. Scotillo of Dist. 2 
and Jerome T. Burke of Dist. 3. Other 
judges rating more than 91 per cent were 
Milton H. Solomon and Joseph R. 
Schwaba of Dist. 2 and Marvin J. Peters 
and Simon S. Porter of Dist. 3.

The Wheeling Village Board rejected 


Monday night a zoning change that 
would permit a coin-operated amusement 
center in the Dunhurst Shopping Center. 


The vote was S to 1, with Trustee Wil- 


liam Hcln voting for the zoning change. 
Hcin said, "I think It's time the village 
itself put some teeth into its business li- 
censing. But not be so restrictive to say 
we don't trust the youth of this commu- 
nity." 


Several of the trustees who voted 


against the amusement center, proposed 
by Ronald Davison, 19, of 264 Wayne PI., 
Wheeling, Indicated they were doing so 
because they were unsure how the vil- 
lage could regulate such establishments. 


Trustee Edward Berger said that once 


the village permits one center to operate, 
it probably could not keep others from 
operating. He said representatives of a 
second game establishment have ap- 
proached him, saying they would like to 
operate in the village. 


THE BOARD decided to study what 


the licensing restrictions for an amuse- 
ment center should be. Village Prcs. Ted 
C. Scanlon said Davison could then 
reopply after a license ordinance is 
adopted. 


Village Atty. Paul Homer said the li- 


cense could govern the hours, number of 
game machines and adult supervision re- 
quired In an amusement center. 


Trustee Albert Lang suggested that the 


Wheeling Park District expand its Nep- 
tune's Den at Wheeling High School to 
include electronic games. 


D u r i n g the board meeting, sev- 


eral seurveys on the amusement center 
controversy were introduced. A survey 
conducted by Wheeling High School of its 
students showed 931, or 89.3 per cent, in

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track? 


by KUUT BAER 


Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 23 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


in tho offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York, in which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future home 
of the Chicago Bears. 


Or you can find the real thing, 61,000- 


scat Schacfcr Stadium In suburban Fox- 
boro, Mass., halfway between Boston and 
Providence. R.I., and tho home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
years. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


existing suburban sports arena, tbo sta- 
dium In Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And In 
lu brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very good experience 


with the stadium." says James Hennes- 
sey, chairman of a council of selectmen 
who arc Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos," he 


says. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared it 
had given birth to a monster. 


"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons in Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here," Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here if Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic rcdpe for the stadium 


promoter is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
Is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual Income greater than the amount of 
money It would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at* 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

dium on publicly-owned land in suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket sales, or $500,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At the end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pres. Ralph H. Clar- 


bour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility. 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Eric County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners. The owners also have 
agreed not to operate the race track, 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran into some trouble with rock 


concerts and had to exclude those," he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year. 


"When we go into renegotiation this 


year, we plan to be advised by an attor- 
ney who is really well versed in this 
area," he says. 


There is no certainty that the Chicago 


Bears will ever play at Arlington Park. 
Team owner George Halas says he wants 
to build a new stadium, but so far he has 
refused to commit himself to a location.

Dundee Road food-store proprietor survives a lean year caused 
by road construction only to be threatened with franchise loss

Patrick Loftus watched for two years 


while road graders, trucks and paving 
machines traveled back and forth in 
front of his 7-Eleven food store, 1089 W. 
Dundee Rd., Wheeling. 


The road was ripped up, widened and 


repaved. One side was dosed, then the 
other. Customers, tired of dodging pot- 
holes, barricades and heavy machinery, 
stayed away. 


Last fall construction was finished and 


sales soared at the store. But Loftus now 
finds himself in a legal battle with the 
Southland Corp., the 7-Eleven parent 
company, which is trying to take away 
his franchise. 


"During the entire time the road was 


under construction they gave me 'abso- 
lutely no advertising or monetary help of 
any kind," Loftus said. "Now that the 
road is finished, sales are up about 30 
per cent and they are attempting to take 
the store away from me. 


"SO FAR, I'VE been able to keep them 


from taking the store over and I'm going 
to continue the fight all out," he said. 
"I've built up quite a rapport with the 
people of Wheeling and want to stay 
here." 


Since Loftus has decided to fight, 


Southland officials have gone to court 
and will not comment on the situation. 


Roger Grogman, district manager of 


Southland, said Monday he has been in- 
structed by Circuit Court Judge Francis 
Delaney not to discuss the case. 


"I cannot discuss the matter because I 


am a witness and was excluded from the 
other testimony," he said. "Our attorney 
might be able to fill you in on the gener- 
alities of the case because he can better 
tell what can and cannot be discussed." 


Southland's attorney, Al Unikel, how- 


ever, could not be reached for comment. • 


LOFTUS SAID THE battle started 


about three weeks ago when a represen- 
tative of Southland Corp. asked him to 
sign an agreement to give up the store. 


"They tried to use scare tactics to get 


me to walk out of the store at that mo- 
ment," he said. "They told me they were 
going to get their legal department after 
me if I didn't sign the agreement. 


"I have been in this store for 24 years 


and they offered me no compensation for 
my investment," Loftus said. "They 
were just going to take over." 


He said he paid the corporation a 


$2,000 franchise fee when he got the store 


and since has given Southland a per- 
centage of his monthly profits. The mon- 
ey that goes to Southland is used for such 
things as advertising and bookkeeping for 
local stores. 


LOFTUS' ATTORNEY. Stephen Carpo- 


nelli, said that after his client refused to 
sign the contract, Southland served him 
with a notice saying he bad to get off the 
property within 72 hours. The notice was 
withdrawn, he said, after he threatened 
to file a lawsuit against Southland. 


In the notice, Carponelli said, South- 


land charged that his client had failed to 
submit invoices for some purchases and 
had not reported some of his profit to the 
parent company. 


Loftus denies that he ever withheld 


profits from Southland. He said on sev- 
eral occasions he purchased merchandise 
without submitting invoices, but only in 
cases involving local organizations to 
which he sold the merchandise at no 
profit. 


After attempts to get Loftus off the 


property failed, Carponelli said South- 
land filed suit in Circuit Court charging 
that an inventory audit showed a $3,800 
shortage. The suit asks that Loftus be 
forced to leave the store unless he makes 
up the shortage. 


LOFTUS SAID Southland officials re- 


fused to supply him with invoices and 
other data that proved the alleged short- 
age. He said the corporation offered him 
no compensation for his investment, say- 
ing it had all been lost in the inventory 
shortage. 


"We don't know if it's true. It could be 


an accounting error and this is why we 
want to check," Loftus said. 


"We don't think we've lost this much 


and think the mistake is on paper. We 
don't want to lose the store because of a 
mistake. Naturally, we think it's a little 
odd that they found the shortage after 
they tried to put us out" 


EARLY LAST WEEK Delaney ordered 


Southland to supply Loftus and his attor- 
ney with the financial data. Last Friday 
the judge heard some testimony on the 
case and has continued it to Feb. 21. 


Delaney has advised both sides that he 


would prefer the matter be settled out of 
court. 


Loftus said Monday he and his attorney 


ore scheduled to meet with Southland of- 
ficials this week. "We do have a meeting 
scheduled to try to resolve this thing, but 
they (Southland) Indicated there will be 
no out-of-court settlement."

million high school jobs in limbo 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education Monday night accepted but 
did not act on a citizens' committee re- 
port recommending up to $24 million 
worth of Improvements at the district's 
eight schools. 


Board Prcs. Jack Costcllo said the 


board wanted more time to study the re- 
port before taking action. 


Committee members hoped to secure 


board approval to hire professional help 
to obtain more accurate cost estimates of 
the improvements. 


Costello said the board probably would 


return the proposal to the committee soon 
after the next scheduled board meeting 
Feb. 24. 


THE LENGTHY REPORT presented 


to the board included examples of nu- 
merous inequities, including space for 
identical classes that range from 11,500 
square feet at one building to 27,000 
square feet at another. The report also 
cited examples of substandard conditions 
In buildings, which included classes held 
in hallways. 


The committee reaffirmed its intention 


to seek a referendum to finance the proj- 


ect by the end of the current school year. 


More than half the proposed improve- 


ments would come at the oldest and 
most crowded schools in the district, Ar- 
lington and Forest View high schools. 


Also included in the improvements 


would be swimming pools and field- 
houses at district schools now without 
them. 


Also included would be central storage, 


power mechanics and construction tech- 
nology facilities for the district. 


A resident, Dorothy Crane of Wheeling, 


spoke against the proposed improve- 
ments,'saying too many "frills" were in- 
volved. "Are we going to turn our 
schools into mini-resorts?" she asked. 


IN OTHER ACTION at Monday's 


meeting the board and residents who live 
on the Wheeling-Hersey high school 
boundary discussed parent requests for 
an attendance-policy change for their 
neighborhood. 


Because of a recent shift in attendance 


boundaries affecting the two schools, 
some youngsters in the same neighbor- 
hood go to Hersey and others to Wheel- 
ing. Families who have had older chil- 
dren attend Hersey have the option of 
attending cither school, while others 
must attend Wheeling. 


Parents were requesting some ar- 


rangement that would allow all students 
In the neighborhood to attend the same 
school.

Two associate judges have been rated 


"not qualified" for retention on the 
bench In a poll o( members of the North- 
west Suburban Bar Assn. 


Associate judges John J. Limperts and 


James Maher Jr. were rated "not quail- 
fled" after they received favorable votes 
from less than two-thirds of the lawyers 
voting In the advisory survey. The asso- 
ciation said a two-thirds vote was the 
minimum to bo rated "qualified." 


Maher. assigned to the 3rd Municipal 


District, and LJmpcris, a 2nd Municipal 


District judge, could not be reached for 
comment Monday. 


JUDGES IN THE two districts, which 


cover the North and Northwest suburbs, 
were evaluated on seven factors by prac- 
ticing trial attorneys In the association. 
In a two-part survey Involving a ques- 
tionnaire and then a vote, the judges 
were rated on punctuality, courtesy, le- 
gal ability, integrity, legal knowledge, ju- 
dicial temperament and diligence. 


Maher came under fire from Hoffman 


Estates Trustee William Cowin in May, 


1974, because Cowin thought Maher was 
dismissing too many traffic cases. Cowin 
said the judge was taking too little time 
to hear the cases and dismissing some 
without hearing the facts. 


Maher said he always gave a reason 


for any dismissal. 


THE 17 SUBURBAN judges up for re- 


tention were evaluated by the association 
on an advisory basis, because the deci- 
sion is actually made by the circuit court 
judges.

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track? 


by KURT BAKU 


Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 25 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


ID the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York, In which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future home 
of the Chicago Bean. 


Or you can find the real thing, 61,000- 


icat Schaefer Stadium In suburban Fox- 
boro, Mass,, halfway between Boston and 
Providence, R.I.. and the home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
year*. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


existing suburban sports ircna, the sta- 
dium In Foxboro may be a model for 
thing* to come at Arlington Park. And In 
iu brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very 
Rood experience 


with the stadium." says Jamc» Hcnncs- 
ity. chairman of a council of selectmen 
who are Foxboro's municipal trustee*. 


"The first game was utter chaos." he 


My*. Despite access to the new stadium 
from »everal superhighways, traffic was 
jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential anas, and Foxboro feared it 
had given birth to a monster. 


"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons In Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here," Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here If Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic redpe for the stadium 


promoter is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
Is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual income greater than the amount of 
money it would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at- 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are Issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Eric County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

In contrast to the $300,000 guarantee to

ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the fipure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility Is borne by tho team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree-, 
mcnt between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners. The owners also have 
agreed not to operate the race track. 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran into some trouble with rock 


concerts and had to exclude those," he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year.

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track?

Where would >ou go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 25 
mile* from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


In the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp.. New York, in which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future borne 
of the Chicago Bears 


Or you can find the real thing. 61.000- 


scat Schaefer Stadium in suburban Fox- 
boro, Mass., halfway between Boston and 
Providence. R.I.. and the home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
yean. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


•listing suburban sports arena, the sta- 
dium In Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And in 
iu brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very pood experience 


with the itadium," say* James Hennes- 
sey, chairman of a council of selectmen 
who are Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos." he 


says. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared It 
had given birth to a monster. 


"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons in Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise iiever 
have located here." Hennessey says 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here If Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bean can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic recipe for the stadium 


promoter Is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium' 
Is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby-removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual income greater than the amount of 
money it would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at- 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

dium on publicly-owned land in suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County Is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket sales, or $500,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At Ihe end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pits. Ralph H. (Har- 


bour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility. 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Erie County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said..Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its dally 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners. The owners also have 
agreed not to operate the race track, 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran Into some trouble with rock 


concerts and had to exclude those." he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year. 


"When we go into renegotiation this 


year, we plan to be advised by an attor- 
ney who is really well versed in this 
area," he says. 


There is no certainty that the Chicago 


Bears will ever play at Arlington Park. 
Team owner George Halas says he wants 
to build a new stadium, but so far he has 
refused to commit himself to a location.

He was recently 
transferred to the Community Treatment 
Center In Los Angeles, a facility for pris- 
oners soon to be released, federal parole 
officials said. 


JENKINS RECEIVED tho longest sen- 


tencc of the six officials who were named 
in a 23-count federal indictment handed 
down Oct. 26,1973. 


The six pleaded guilty to accepting 


bribes from Kaufman and Broad Homes 
Inc. In exchange for favorable zoning for

Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 25 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


In the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York, In which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the JHuro home 
of the Chicago Bears. 
' 


Or you can find the real thing? 61,000- 


scat Schacfcr Stadium in suburban Fox- 
boro, Mass., halfway between Bogon and 
Providence, R.I., and the homo of tho 
New England Patriots for tho post five 
years. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


existing suburban sports arena, tho sta- 
dium In Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And In 
its brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of tho 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very good experience 


with tho stadium," says James Hennes- 
sey, chairman of a council of selectmen 
who are Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos." he 


says. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
Jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared It 
had given birth to a monster. 


r.t 


"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons in Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here," Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country1 and that could 
be repeated here If Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic recipe for the stadium 


promoter is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
Is to be built-to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual income greater than the amount of 
money it would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever Is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at-1 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the-Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

dium on publicly-owned land In suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket'sales, or $500,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At the end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pres. Ralph H. Clar- 


hour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility.' 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Erie County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting Just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility Is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning : 'veral of its Bicentennial events 
there. 
^ 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's ownertf. The owners also have 
agreed not to operate the race track, 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran into some trouble with rock

concerts and had to exclude those," he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year.

area," he says. 


There is no certainty that the Chicago 


Bears will ever play at Arlington Park.

Parker revealed the bet at the con- 


clusion of last week's hearing when zo- 
ners agreed to recommend the village 
board annex and zone 40-acrcs at 
Schaumburg and Harrington roads for 
the 160-bed hospital. He did not, however, 
mention the amount of money Involved in 
hi* loss, but Parker said he "couldn't be 
more pleased" about the hospital. 


Plans for the hospital also include a

to set aside the resolution because of the 
Dist 54 school board's decision Thursday 
to shun payment of the tax. "I would like 
Dist. 54 to give us some reason why they, 
shall we say, think they are different 
from anyone else," Timmons said. "I 
can't Imagine how they would make such 
a statement" 


THE VILLAGE BOARD two weeks ago 


tentatively agreed to return to local tax- 
ing bodies, including Dist. 54, High 
School Dist. 211, the Hoffman Estates 
Park District, County Forest Preserve 
District, Mosquito Abatement District 
and Hoffman Estates Fire Protection 
District, their shore of the utility tax. 


The board agreed to the action because 


it said requiring the money from the tax- 
ing bodies would be a burden on resi- 
dents.

A Circuit Court Judge has ordered

an effort to move toward a settlement 
soon of the Barrington Square Improve- 
ment Assn.'s lawsuit against K&B, which 
built the complex near Higgins and Bar- 
rington roads. 


The homeowners have charged in a 


class action suit that the price of their 
units was Inflated to pay for bribes paid 
by K&B to six former Hoffman Estates 
officials in exchange for zoning for Bar- 
rington Square. 


"Obviously we're on our way to getting 


the class action settled," Barrington 
Square Assn. Pres. Gordon Line said. "I 
think It's a positive thing." Line said he 
was encouraged by the judge's interest 
In resolving the matter. 


TERMS OF A settlement have been ten- 


tatively reached between the parties, al- 
though settlement of legal fees remains 


unresolved. Specific terms must still be 
worked out with the judge, but Line said 
they include improvements and addition- 
al recreational services for the complex. 


A cash settlement for the association 


and members of the class action suit also 
may be agreed to, but Line said it is not 
known what the monetary total will be. 


There was speculation that a $65,000 


settlement was sought, the majority of 
which would go to the homeowners' asso- 
ciation. But Line said he could not speci- 
fy a total because the matter has not 
been settled. 


Impending settlement of the, home- 


owners' action could signal renewed ac- 
tion on resolution of K&B's other action 
against the Village of Hoffman Estates. 
K&B sued the village when it refused to 
issue further building permits for Bar- 
rington Square after tho bribery scandal 
was uncovered lost year. 


K&B has held it will attempt to resolve

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track? 


by KUKT BAEK 


Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 23 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


in the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York. In which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future home 
of the Chicago Bears. 


Or you can find the real thing, 61,000- 


scat Schaefer Stadium in suburban Fox- 
boro. Mas*., halfway between Boston and 
Providence. R.I.. and the home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
yean. 


PERHAPS MOHE than any other 


existing suburban sports arena, the sta- 
dium in Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And In 
its brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very good experience 


with the stadium." says James Hennes- 
sey, chairman of a council of selectmen 
who arc Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos," he 


says. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared it 
had given birth to a monster.

"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons in Foxboro, and it has brought In 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here," Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here if Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic recipe for the stadium 


promoter Is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
Is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls. 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual income greater than the amount of 
money it would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at- 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.Y., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent $20 million to build a sta-

dium on publicly-owned land in suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket sales, or 1500,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At the end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pres. Ralph H. Clar- 


bour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility. 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Erie County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this year. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility Is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything," 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners.

What problems there have been associ-

New England stadium vision of Bears' future at track?

Where would you go to find a new foot- 


ball stadium standing next to an estab- 
lished race track and all located some 25 
miles from the heart of a city? 


You might search the drawing boards 


In the offices of Madison Square Garden 
Corp., New York in which case the race 
track would be Arlington Park, and the 
stadium sketch could be the future home 
of the Chicago Bears 


Or you can find the real thing. 61,000- 


teat Schaefer Stadium in suburban Fox- 
boro. Mass., halfway between Boston and 
Providence, R.I., and the home of the 
New England Patriots for the past five 
years. 


PERHAPS MORE than any other 


existing suburban sports arena, the sta- 
dium In Foxboro may be a model for 
things to come at Arlington Park. And in 
its brief five-year history there may be a 
glimpse of the future for people of the 
Northwest suburbs. 


"We've had very good experience 


with the stadium." says Jam«» Hennes- 
wy. chairman of a council of selectmen 
who art Foxboro's municipal trustees. 


"The first game was utter chaos," he 


lays. Despite access to the new stadium 
from several superhighways, traffic was 
Jammed, parking glutted neighboring 
residential areas, and Foxboro feared it 
had given birth to a monster.

"But as everyone got used to it, things 


began to work out well. The stadium has 
employed a considerable number of per- 
sons In Foxboro, and it has brought in 
businesses that might otherwise never 
have located here." Hennessey says. 


THE DEVELOPMENT of Schaefer 


Stadium fit a pattern that has been fol- 
lowed across the country and that could 
be repeated here If Madison Square Gar- 
den and the Chicago Bears can agree on 
a stadium for Arlington Park. 


The basic recipe for the stadium 


promoter is really quite simple. 


• Establish a development corporation 


that will sell the land where the stadium 
is to be built to the local municipality, 
thereby removing the facility from the 
tax rolls.' 


• Guarantee the municipality an an- 


nual Income greater than the amount of 
money It would receive from the proper- 
ty tax. Generally, the community col- 
lects a fixed amount on every ticket sold, 
or an annual fee, whichever is greater. 


• Build the stadium and lease it on a 


long-term basis to a major sports team, 
like the Chicago Bears, which assumes 
the total cost of operating the facility. 


The formula becomes even more at- 


tractive if, as the Bears have proposed, 
municipal revenue bonds are issued to 
finance the stadium. 


In Erie County, N.V., where a new sta- 


dium opened two years ago for the Buf- 
falo Bills professional football team, the 
county spent 120 million to build a sU-

dmm on publicly-owned land in suburban 
Orchard Park. 


Through a 40-year lease with the Bills, 


Erie County is to receive 10 per cent of 
the season ticket sales, or $500,000 year- 
ly, whichever is higher. At the end of the 
40-year period, the county expects to re- 
cover the full cost of building the facility. 


IN A MEETING last week with Arling- 


ton Heights Village Pres. Ralph H. Clar- 


bour and Madison Square Garden corpo- 
ration president Alan Cohen, the Bears 
management reportedly indicated their 
stadium plans were being modeled after 
the new Buffalo facility. 


In contrast to the $500,000 guarantee to 


Erie County, the town of Foxboro has 
been getting just $100,000 from the oper- 
ation of Schaefer Stadium, Hennessey 
said. Town officials hope to renegotiate 
the figure upwards this >ear. 


In both cases, the total cost of oper- 


ating, managing and maintaining the fa- 
cility is borne by the team owners. 


"They pay for police and fire protec- 


tion and the cost of cleaning up after 
each game. It doesn't cost us anything." 
Hennessey says. 


THE TOWN has the free use of the 


stadium two days each year, and is plan- 
ning several of its Bicentennial events 
there. 


Professional baseball, with its daily 


crowds, has been prohibited by agree- 
ment between town officials and the sta- 
dium's owners. The owners- also have 
agreed not to operate the race track. 
Bay State Raceway, and the stadium si- 
multaneously. 


What problems there have been associ- 


ated with Schaefer Stadium for the 
people of Foxboro have been remedied, 
Hennessey insists. 


"We ran Into some trouble with rock 


concerts and had to exclude those," he 
said. 


THE FACT IS that things have worked 


out so well in Foxboro, Selectman Hen- 
nessey now thinks the town may have 
sold out too cheaply at $100,000 a year. 


"When we go into renegotiation this 


>ear, we plan to be advised by an attor- 
ney who is really well versed in this 
area," he says. 


There is no certainty that the Chicago

The Arlington Heights Park District 


called for a revamping of the village 
land-dedication ordinance Monday that 
would be based on population rather than 
the size of a development. 


The suggestion, voiced by park district 


attorney Charles Bobinette, was made at 
a meeting of the legal committee of the 
village board. 


The committee is considering changes 


in the ordinance that requires developers 
to donate money or land to offset the im- 
pact of the population on community ser- 
vices. 


The existing ordinance came under re- 


view after Katherine Muller, vice presi- 
dent of the park board, charged Village 
Mgr. L. A. Hanson with distorting the 
records of the dedication fund and with 
negotiating with developers without con- 
ferring with park officials. Hanson de- 
nied any wrongdoing and said he acted 
soley at the direction of the village 
board. 


WHILE SAYING the present ordinance 


was "well written and well drafted," 
Bobinette said land donations should be 
calculated on the density of the devel- 
opment, rather than setting it at 10 per 
cent of the acreage as it reads now. 


Bobinette said the village planning de- 


partment made a similar recommenda- 
tion after "exhaustive study." 


He further said the ordinance should 


be expanded to cover planned unit devel- 
opments (PUD), redevelopment^ and re-

COMMITTEE MEMBER David Grif- 


fin, candidate for village president on the 
Caucus slate, said the committee is try- 
ing to "tidy up the (existing) ordinance." 
He expressed reservations on applying a 


population requirement, saying it could 
be "putting the lid" on redevelopment of 
the central village. 


Ryan acknowledged "you have other 


pressures" to consider in central village 
developments. He said a "hidebound" or- 
dinance might eliminate bargaining lati- 
tude between governments and the devel- 
oper. 


He concurred with Griffin's call to 


"tidy up" the ordinance. "We don't want 
to reinvent the wheel," he said. 


MRS. MULLER, cochairman of Grif-
